NEW YORK (Ai>) - 
"Fame 


Is the Name of the Game" a 
twohour motion picture made 
for initial television broadcast, 
proved to be very satisfactory 
viewing in many ways. 


The NBC broadcast Saturday 


night was a bright, slick retread 
of one of the most familiar plots 
in movieland. It was of particu- 
lar interest inside the industry 
because it may start a trend 
now that the supply of old mov- 
ies is running low. After NBC 
has 
shown the million-dollar 


movie several times, it will be 
released for theater distribu- 
tion. 


The story line was as old as 


the talkies: The Intrepid, wise- 
cracking star reporter who talks 
back to his boss, confounds the 
cops and solves the murder. It 
was spiced with blackmail, Illic- 
it love affairs, fights, gunplay 
and nightclub scenes, but the 
clothes, the dialogue and the 
musical score were modern. 


Because It was made for tele- 


vision's small screens, there 
were plenty of closeups and 
large, busy scenes were avoid- 
ed. It was designed to fit the 
time period and to accommo- 
date the breaks for commer- 
cials. At no time did the viewer 
feel 
that 
some 
editor 
had 


chopped out an important hunk 
of plot to make room for a sales 
pitch. 


There 
were some engaging 


people, too. Tony Franciosa 
played the star reporter eager 
for the scoop as if he had in- 
vented the character. Jill St. 
John, the beautiful blonde temp- 
tress, may have telegraphed the 
windup by her aggressive be- 
havior but she added some zing 
to the business. 


The show must be counted as 


a successful experiment. It was 
not a major motion picture, but 
it was lively, gay and held one's 
attention to the end. The real 
name of the game is entertain- 
ment — and this one filled the 
bill. 


ABC's "Scope" which has 


concentrated for almost a year 
on the Viet Nam conflict, almost 
timidly showed excerpts Satur- 
day from an off-Broadway pro- 
test play, "Viet Rock," violently 
anti-war and anti-Viet Nam war 
particularly. 


NBC's "Pearl Harbor" docu- 


mentary Sunday was partly a 
memoir of the attack and, more 
importantly, a resume of where 
we are and what we have done 
since that day. It was a curious- 
ly disquieting summary, touch- 
Ing on matters ranging from 
nuclear terror to the Beatles, 
and full of irony and adding up 
to nothing very exalted except, 
perhaps the Peace Corps.

East is bound to reason that 
West has not o p e n e d that 
three spot from either king- 
three or queen-three and East 
will return a diamond.

Mao Being 
Undercut by 
Fellow Reds

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - In 


less than 35 years mainland Chi- 
na has moved from a dilapidat- 
ed, 
medieval 
condition, com- 


plete with war lords, to one of 
the great powers of the earth, 
but with a difference. 


It is unified but only to the 


extent that it is controlled by 
one organization, 
the Commu- 


nist party, and one group of 
chieftains, 
the party 
leaders 


under the thumb of the father of 
it all, Mao Tse-tung. 


But it is so ripped by internal 


dissension that it looks like a 
nation on the fringe of lunacy, 
acting out a fantasy. 


Despite all the interpretations 


of Red China's troubles, much if 
not most are basically guess- 
work which tries to patch frag- 
ments of information together 
about a nation where few out- 
siders are privy to Red China's 
insiders. 


But even the rest of the Com- 


munist world seems stupefied 
by the antics of the Red Chinese 
leadership and over the week- 
end the Soviet Union called on 
the Chinese to put a curb on 
Mao. 


Under him China has had one 


disaster after another in foreign 
relations, 
climaxed by their 


break 
with the Soviet Union, 


one-time 
partner 
and biggest 


neighbor. 


What seems to have happened 


is this: Mao failed to rivet con- 
trol; or at 72 he got careless 
about it; or some of his top lieu- 
tenants, anxious about the fu- 
ture of the country or hungry 
for power of their own, began to 
plot or disagree among them- 
selves on the succession to Mao 
when he dies or fades; or Mao, 
inflexible to change, sticks to a 
vision of China which seems 
outdated to his underlings. 


Whatever the cause of what's 


happening now, the result is 
chaos: He has mustered to his 
support 
millions 
of 
Chinese 


youths who, under the badge of 
the "Red Guard," have tried by 
violence and numbers to terror- 
ize 
the nation into a docile 


obedience to Mao. 


Since the army has not inter- 


fered yet, it can be assumed 
that, whatever his reason for 
what has happened, Mao still 
has the backing of the military. 
But that can change fast. Mean- 
while, so the youths could per- 
form, schools have been closed, 
factories idled, railroads tied in 
knots. 


When a dictator has to depend 


on youngsters by the millions to 
chant his slogans as a symbol of 
unity, the picture is one of revo- 
lution by irresponsibility, even 
of childishness. This isn't the 
way he won his power. He didn't 
conquer China with children.

Up tor UN

THE WELL CHILD 


Baby's Breath-Holding 
May Not Be a Gimmick

A worried mother asks what 


she can do for her baby when 
he holds his breath. Breath- 
holding has long been consid- 
ered a trick spoiled babies use 
as emotional blackmail against 
their mothers. Baby holds his 
breath; mother panics and 
gives baby what he wants; 
baby is happy until the next 
crisis: crises may occur 12 or 
14 times a day. 


A British doctor has now re- 


ported that it isn't all that sim- 
ple. In many cases, he says, 
breath-holding is a sign of 
early rickets. The matter is 
easily put to a test. Give the 
baby one calciferol tablet con- 
taining 50,000 units of vitamin 
D-2 and observe him closely 
for the next two weeks. If the 
breath-holding 
attacks 
de- 


crease in number and severity 
in that time, the child has 
early rickets. 


A course of vitamin D-2 and 


calcium gluconate given for 
six weeks should completely 
eliminate any further attacks 
unless the habit of breath- 
holding has already become 
firmly established. For babies 
whose attacks are habitual or 
who do not have a vitamin D 
deficiency., one mother found 
that she could nip an attack in 
the bud by throwing water in 
the child's face. She kept a 
cup of water in every room in 
the house and used it at the 
first sign (within less than 15 
seconds) of an attack. The 
habit was quickly broken. But 
regardless of the treatment 
used, no harm to a baby ever 
resulted from, breath-holding. 


Q—For over a year my 


grandson, 3, has had a rectal 
temperature of 101 degrees or 
more every morning. It doesn't 


When you hear a young fel- 


low bragging about what a 


seem to bother him as he is a 
very active child. What is the 
cause? 


A—Since a rectal tempera- 


ture of 101 degrees is equiva- 
lent to 100 degrees under the 
tongue, this is not much of a 
fever. A sedimentation rate 
should be taken to rule out 
rheumatic fever. Such a pro- 
longed period of low fever 
with no other signs of illness 
may, however, be entirely nor- 
mal. In many normal young 
children the t e m p e r a t u r e 
taken immediately after a pe- 
riod of strenuous play may be 
103 degrees. This is merely an 
indication of instability of the 
temperature-regulating mech- 
anism and is usually outgrown. 
When you rteck your grand- 
son's temperature, do so only 
after he has been quiet for at 
least 30 minutes.

Star First Newspaper in Arkansas to Bombers Hit 
Buy World's Newest Color Machine 
Pictures in 
4 Colors Due 
in January 


Hope Star expects to celebrate 


its first anniversary in offset 
printing by producing the first 
four-color pictures in southwest 
Arkansas newspaper history in 
January. 


The newspaper has ordered for 


delivery the last of December a 
Berkey Direct Screen System 
machine, pictured above — a 
me.chine which- 
1 was announced 


only this month and which will 
be the first for any newspaper 
plant in the state. 


Four-color printing is the most 


exacting of all the processes 
known to the grapnic arts. It 
requires four negatives, one each 
for black and the primary colors: 
Red, blue, and yellow. Not only 
must each negative be in "regis- 
ter" so the assembly prints as 
a single picture, but the exposure 
for each color must be correct 
so the "color mix" faithfully re-, 
presents the original transpar- 
ency. 


This is a large order. Under 


the old system of trial and error 
skilled craftsman took days and 
even weeks to make a good set 
of "separation negatives," 
as 


they are called in the trade. 


But Berkey Technical Corp., 


New York, this month announced 
the new automated machine shown 
above, and The Star bought it. 
The newspaper already had on 
hand, but still in its shipping 
crates, some of the machine's 
components — but then Berkey 
developed the one indispensable 
part that couldn't be bought sep- 
arately: The electronic control 
unit — on the stand to the right 
of the machine.

A record holiday traffic death 


toll was set when 728 persons 
were killed in highway accidents 
during the four-day Thanksgiv- 
ing weekend. Victims under 18 
years of age numbered 125. 


Tliis compared with anon-holi- 


day weekend two weeks ago 
when 546 died in traffic. Eighty- 
one were under 18. 


Both 102-hour periods covered 


the span from 6 p.m. (local 
time) Wednesday, to midnight 
Sunday. 


The record toll outstripped the 


former 
Thanksgiving holiday 


death record of 615 set during 
the four-day period last year, 
and the all-time traffic death 
record for a holiday, set during 
the 1965 Christmas period when 
720 died in a 78-hour count. 


Many accidents resulted in 


multiple fatalities, with two to 
five persons killed In a single 
crash.

Lucks that 
do not work

than no locks at all. They can 
be worse. They can jam and 
leave you locked out or give 
you a false sense of security. 


Locks that stick and other- 


wise 
misbehave 
may 
only 


need lubrication. In extreme 
cases repair or replacement 
may be in order. 


Locks 
are 
classified 
ac- 


cording to the way they are 
i n s t a l l e d . Rim locks are 
mounted on the surface of 
the door. The ordinary night 
latch is a rim lock. 


Mortise locks are—as the 


name 
indicates—locks 
that 


arc mortised in the edge of 
the door. 


Tubular locks are also in- 


stalled in the door but only 
two 
small holes—bored 
at 


right angles to each other- 
are required. 


The cylinder is the part of 


the lock in which the key 
fits. It contains tumblers or 
movable pins that move out 
of the way when the right 
key is inserted. 


the latch bolt is the mov- 


able part that sticks out of 
the door or the edge of the 
lock. The strike plate is the 
metal plate into which the 
latch bolt fits when the door 
is closed. 


Lubrication Helps 


Sticking may mean noth- 


ing more than that lubrica- 
tion is in order. Use graphite 
—a powdered substance avail- 
able at any hardware store— 
not oil to lubricate moving 
parts of a lock. Graphite gen- 
erally is available in a plastic 
tube which, when squeezed, 
sends put a fine spray of the 


powder. Sprinkle some on the 
latch bolt and blow a little 
into the keyhole. Place some 
on the key 'and work the key 
in the lock several times. This 
should be done twice a year 
as preventative maintenance 
measure. 


If lubrication doesn't help, 


check a few more items be- 
fore removing the lock. If you 
r.re using duplicate keys that 
were newly made, these may 
be at fault. Try the original 
key again. 


Is the lock newly installed? 


If it is. make certain the cyl- 
inder has been installed right- 
side up. If upside down, the 
springs will not work prop- 
erly. Also, make certain the 
cylinder is in line with the 
lock housing.

NEW YORK (NEA) 


Kurt Georg Kiesinger. the Christian Dem- 


ocratic party's choice as West Germany's 
new chancellor, is a former Nazi who made 
good in the Western world. 


Gen. Willi Stoph, the prime minister of 


Communist East Germany, is a former Nazi 
who made good in the Red world. 


The tragic fact is that in both Germanys, 


West and East, there are still far too many 
ex-Nazis who hold positions of power two 
decades after Hitler's defeat. 


There is, of course, an important differ- 


ence between West Germany, which is an 
open and free society, and the closed, totali- 
tarian society of East Germany. 


In West Germany, politicians must func- 


tion in the glare of world public opinion. 
Ex-Nazis who have attained power never had 
been charged with serious crimes. Most had 
been tried and cleared by de-nazification 
courts that were set up by the Allies after 
the war. 


But the estimated 400 ex-Nazis, Hitler's 


hard core, who hold top government posts 
in Communist East Germany were never 
even tried. They simply exchanged their 
Nazi party cards for Communist party cards. 
Like chameleons, they have blended with 
their backgrounds. 


In the closed society of communism it is 


not easy to distinguish between Reds and 
Moscow's favorite Nazis. 


Nevertheless, East or West, Hitler's for- 


mer partisans—whether they are now Com- 
munists or fervent democrats—are still a 
serious threat to the free world. 


A prominent West German leader who 


was one of the few genuine opponents of 
nazism predicted recently that one day the 
ex-Nazi fraternity of East and West will sit 
down at the conference table to discuss their 
favorite subject of German unity. 


"There may already be a joint secret gov- 


ernment-in existence whicrt wills .emerge. 
from the underground at the proper mo 
Pearl Harbor Plus 25 


ment," he said. 


This may be the fantasy or fear of one 


man. But as the American p h i l o s o p h e r 
George Santayana warned long ago, Peo- 
ple who fail to learn from history arc doomed 
to repeat it." 


In 1922, rightist German generals, "real- 


istic" industrialists and even anti-Communist 
Social Democrats signed at Rapallo a secret 
economic and military treaty with Lenin s 
Bolsheviks under the very noses of the vic- 
torious allies. 


Rapallo prepared the ground for Hitler's 


war almost two decades later. In 1939, Stalin 
signed his pact with Hitler that unleashed 
the war. 


Kurt 
Georg Kiesinger is hardly a Com- 


munist. But he is, like so many ex-Nazis, a 
"realistic" politician with pro-Eastern lean- 
ings and a nostalgia for the Drang nach 
Osten. 


He is closely 
associated with some of 


Bonn's leading industrialists who—ever in 
search of new markets and greater profits in 
the East—are convinced that 
Germany's 


problems can be solved through an alliance 
with the Russian bloc. 


For the present it is convenient for them 


to claim that they are merely partisans of 
French President De Gaulle, who is current- 
ly playing an anti-American and pro-Russian 
game. 


Kiesinger, as is customary when a new 


government is being formed, assured the 
West that there will be no changes in Bonn's 
foreign policy. But the fact is that decidedly 
pro-Russian political winds have been blow- 
ing in West Germany since the retirement 
of Chancellor Konrad Adenauer. 


Even the "pro-American" Willy Brandt, 


mayor of West Berlin and leader of the 
Social Democratic party, recently crossed the 
"wall of shame" into East Berlin where he 
was wined and dined by the Soviet ambassa- 
dor to East Germany. 


History, alas, is already repeating itself 


in Germany. Only at the risk of repeating 
the tragic past can the West afford to forget 
the Rapallo Treaty and the Stalin-Hitler
